Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 
30, 2008 has been entered. 

Claims 2 and 4-10 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2 and 4-8 are allowed. 

Regarding independent claim 8, the references of the Prior Art of record fail to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 8, and 
specifically comprising the limitation wherein a method comprising emitting an optical 
signal from a gas plasma that is RF inductively coupled to an integrated circuit including 
a gas plasma discharge device having an inductive coil and igniting the discharge with 
an electron emitter that is coupled to an optically and electrically conductive layer, 
wherein the gas plasma is located between the integrated circuit and the optically and 
electrically conductive layer, wherein emitting includes magnetically energizing the 
inductive coil with the integrated circuit to induce a discharge from the gas plasma. 

Regarding claims 2, 4-7, and 9-10, claims 2, 4-7, and 9-10 are allowable for the 
reasons given in claim 8 because of their dependency status from claim 8.
